Hawaii Revised Statutes § 271-27(i) and Hawaii Administrative

Rules § 6-62-42.’ The commission notified Respondent that its

CPCN would be revoked if it failed to appear at the scheduled

hearing.

On October 29, 2002, Respondent failed to appear

before the commission’s hearings officer. As a result, the

hearings officer recommended that: (1) Respondent be found in

default for failure to appear at the hearing, and

(2) Respondent’s CPCN be revoked.

Based on the above, the commission finds that

Respondent has not complied with Order No. 19566, the applicable

laws, rules, and regulations, and concludes that Respondent’s

CPCN should be revoked.

THE COMMISSION ORDERSthat CPCN No. 2066-C is revoked.
